This fes would be nayable monthly; the retsiner feor that month would be
credited againgt the fee, if any. This would retain the advantage that
L would not have to keep accounts on trivial detalls (like your phoene
cull on microscople equlpuent, or brief ccnsuliing visits from you) that
qculd net odd up te s substantial figurs.'Tt would slso snuure thal,aside
frow the mers ov less nuadnal retainer, T earnad oy way foo you, on the
one hand, and did not take tuo zuch time fwom my cthar wesponsibilities
on thae other,
